On previous occasions insurgent 
Senators have threatened to read this 
letter in the senate, but until tonight 
no. public reference had been made 
to it. 

Mr. Bourne opened his speevh by a 
discussion of the Oregon law. He de-

‘The Natural Inference.

Report Has It That Postmaster 
Mckee Protested Apains! 
"Cislerism," 


THEN INSPECTOR CISLER 
MYSTERIOUSLY VANISHED 


Gossip Says Local Inspector 
Practically Ran the Office for 
Months With a High Hand, 
Posting Orders at Will---Left 
the City on McKee’s Return 
From Washington. 


Did Postoffice Inspector S. A. Cisler 
exercise the functions of postmaster 
and “run things generally” around the 
Atlanta office for a period of several 
months? 

A generally-current and widely dis- 
cussed piece of gossip around the At- 
lanta postoffice has it that he did. 

Also the report is that he is not do- 
ing it any more. 

According to the story which is being 
discussed by every employee of the post- 
office, Mr. Cisler, who is the local in- 
spector, and has been here in that ca- 
pacity about a year, practically took 


‘charge of the postoffice here during 


a period of.some four months, ran 
things with. a high hand and issued 
and posted orders at will 

According to the same report, upon 
the transpiration of certain incidents 
and events, Mr. Cisler suddenly ceased 
the aforesaid supervision, packed his 
dress suit case and hied himself to 
other flelds, of which more anon. 

Protested Against “Cislerism.’ 

Naturally, it is said, Postmaster 
Hugh McKee, upon whom rests the re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of the of- 
fice, objected to such assumption on 
the part of an inspector, whether it 
was directed from Washington or not. 

The postmaster recently took a busi- 
ness trip to Washington, and it is ru- 
mored that one of the chief purposes 
of this trip was to put it squarely up 
to the department that “Cislerism’”’ in 
the Atlanta office must cease. 

Coincident with the postmaster’s trip 
to Washington began the disclosures 
in the Atlanta newspapers relative to 
the demoralization of the force in the 
Atlanta postoffice, resulting from the 
operations of the “spy” system, and 
the delinquencies and deficiencies 
which naturally followed in the han- 
dling of local mall. ay 

Cisler Disappears. : 

It is also interesting to note thea | 
about the time of Postmaster McKee’'s 
return from Washington, and while 
these disclosures of postoffice demoral- 
ization and deficiency were cropping 
out daily, Inspector Cisler quietly 
packed his grip and disappeared. 

Did Postmaster McKese's demand that 
Cisler be squelched bring about this 
little visit to another point? 

Has the postoffice department de- 
cided, properly, that the management 
of the postoffice should be left in the 
hands of the postmaster and not those 
of an inspector? 

These are the questions which the 
incident has given rise to, and they 
form an important and a material part 
of the gossip in postoffice corridors 
anent the rise and fall of “Cislerism.”’ 

Postmaster Is Silent. 

When asked specifically if he went 
to Washington for the purpose of 
notifying the department that he must 
be superseded in the management of 
the postoffice, Postmaster McKee was 
silent. 

“T have said all I have to say on the 
subject of my trip,” was his only re- 
ply. 

Chief Inspector George M. Sutton 
was asked about Mr. Cisler and his 
duties. 

“He is an inspector and his duties 
are just like those of any other in- 
spector,” was his reply. 

‘How long has he teen 
Atlanta?’ 

“About a year.” 

“He is out of the city now?" 

“To;’" 

“Where has he gone?” 

“Well, those are things that we are 
not at liberty to discuss. 

A similar reply was given to the 
question as to how long since he had 
left Atlanta. 

Cisler in Jacksonville. 

The Constitution learns, however, 
that Postoffice Inspector Cisler and his 
two assistants are in Jacksonville 
where they are said to have gone fol- 
lowing Postmaster McKee's return to 
the city. 

A postal clerk in Jacksonville fur- 
nishes the information thatthey have 
landed there and “have their eyes upon 
the postoffice employees of that city.” 

“You can find them most any morn- 
ing,” he says, “at the Jacksonville 
railroad station.” 

Inspector Cisler’s Orders. 

That Inspector Cisler freely issued 
orders and posted them around the At- 
lanta office, there seems to be no ques- 
tion. 

This statement is made in the form 
of fact by postoffi€e employees, rather 
than as mere rumor. 

One of the postoffice officials was 
asked by a Constitution representative 
about the inspector's orders. 

“Well, I cannot say anything about 
that,” was the reply.

Captain English was introduced to 
the meeting by Colonel Robert J. Low- 
ry, who characterized him as ‘‘a man 
who has never failed to dig down into 
his pocket to help along a “~warthy 
cause for Atlanta.” Atfer the, pro- 
longed applause which greeted , him 


an optimistic speech in which 
urged those present to continue 
fight as though it had just begun. 

“It has been represented to me, 
said Captain English, “that there has 
been some trouble tn raising money 
for the Y, M. C. A. Up to this time I 
have not given myself because there 
are other definite projects to which I 
wish to subscribe, and I hoped that 
this proposition might wo through 
without my help. I am informed, how- 
ever, that you still need $66,000. If 
that is all, surely there are people 
in this city who will not let the move- 
ment fail. Above all, these people are 
Atlantans. Every Atlanta-loving man 
must come to the assistance 
movement and prevent its failing.

New York, February 27.—Charies F. 
Murphy, leader of -Tammany Hall, 
broke a precedent tonight and issued 
a nine-page typewritten statement re- 
plying to and bitterly attacking Ed- 
ward M. Shepard, who characterized 
Murphy’s dominance as a “voting trust” 
in his letter of yesterday withdrawing 
from the United States senatorship 
fight. He holds Mr. Shepard directly to 
blame for the deadlock at Albany and 
savs he is inclined to believe that Mr. 
Shepard and his friends would not have 
been so quick to eriticise Tammany 
Hall had it supported Shepard. To 
clinch this assertion he says that Shep- 
ard’s friends begged his (Murphy's) 
support. 

Old Resort of the Loser. 

“Their criticism of Tammany Hall 
is beside the point,’ says Mr. Murphy. 
“It is the old resort of the loser. They 
knew in their hearts how unfounded 
are the charges which they made 
against the democratic organization in 
New York county. 

“I now assert that if harm has come 
to the party as a consequence of the 
futile effort to elect a senator it has 
been directly caused, in the first place, 
by Mr. Shepard and accentuated since 
by his friends of the minority in their 
work of preventing the majority from 
electing its candidate.’’ 

“Mr. Shepard now talks of Tammany 
Hall as a voting trust,” the statement 
continues. “But [ hesjtate greatly to 
belleve that Mr. Shepard or any of his 
friends would have found any fault 
with the support of Tammany Hall if 
they had succeeded in their efforts to 
secure such support for him as sena- 
tor any more than they would. have 
been put out with it tf Mr. Shepard had 
succeeded in being nominated for gov- 
ernor at Rochester instead of Mr. Dix.’ 

Attempt Overrule Minority.

Albany, N. Y. February 27.—With a 
view to bringing about a break in the 
senatorial deadlock it was stated to- 
night on high authority that the men 
most prominent in the councils of the 
democratic party have been endeavor- 
ing to persuade William F. Sheehan, the 
caucus nominee, to withdraw. 

Mr. Sheehan has turned down all such 
suggestions, it is understood, contend- 
ing that the caucus nomination entitles 
him to election. 

The withdrawal, however, of Edward 
M. Shepard has encouraged Governor 
Dix, who said today that he was hope- 
ful that the situation would soon be 
cleared.

Washington, February 27.—Exten- 
sions of time were practically agreed 
upon by the interstate commerce com- 
mission todav by which the railroads 
wi'l be granted from two to five years 
to conform with the new safety appli- 
ance regulations.

LABELS REQUIRED ON TEA 


IMPORTED PRODUCT, ARTI- 
FICIALLY COLORED, TO 
BE BRANDED. 


Conference of Dealers and Of- 
ficials Results in Decision to 
Co-operate---Rejections from 
Warehouses Have Forced Is- 
sue. 


F. L. Dunlap, chairman of the United 
States Department of Agriculture board 
of food and drug inspection, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., officially has notified the 
wholesale dealers in tea that on May 1, 
1911, all the tea imported into the 
United States, if artificially colored, 
must be so labeled or branded; like- 
wise, after that date, all the tea enter- 
ing interstate commerce must conform 
to. the above ruling in regard to the 
labeling of tea. 

This coloring is applied by the pro- 
ducers of tea in its native countries, 
and it is generally applied to low 
grades that are not uniform in color. 
By this coloring they produce a tea of 
fine appearance, which will sell at 4 
cents to 5 cents a pound higher than if 
it was marketed in its natural color. 

The vast amount of rejections by 
this country itn the las’ few years, re- 
xarding artificially colored teas, which 
examiners would not permit to be 
taken from the bonded warehouse on 
account of the coloring, caused quite 
an advance in market prices. Lower 
grades are up 8 cents to 5 cents per 
pound. English breakfast tea is also 
considerably higher. 

The shortage of Cevlion tea for this 
year will be considerable, so with an 
increased home consumption prices 
must remain high. 

Tea experts sav that the tea trade 
in this country is increasing. where 
dealers handle a good cup quality, but 
where the dealer handles only the 
lower grades the tea busineys is very 
light. In their opinion, all artificially 
colored teas should be so labeled. and 
this will work a great benefit to India 
and Ceylon black teas. 

The process of making tea in India 
is different from that of Japan and 
China. In the latter countries nearly 
everything is done by hand, and the 
methods are unsanitary. 
leaves are sorted by women and girls, 
and the mixture is pressed out by 
treading with bare feet. They are rolled 
over and over on bamboo trays with 
the hand, and are fired in red-hot pans 
by half-naked, perspiring workmen. 

It is the same in Japan. A visitor at 
one of the large firing establishments 
preparing green tea for the American 
market found natives curing it by 
what is Known as pan firing. 

Imagine a long row of ovens filled 
with copper pans. each 20 inches wide 
and 30 inches deep. The tops of the 
ovens were at about the height of a 
man’s waist, or just high enough to en- 
able one to stir the contents with the 
hands. 

There were at 
pans, and over 


least thirty of these 
each bent a Japanese 
woman, her dress pulied down to her 
waist and the upper part of her body 
bare. Each was stirring and kneading 
and rolling the drving tea. The fires 
were hot and the steam rose. Drops of 
perspiration stood out on the backs of 
the workers. It took those women al- 
most an hour to finish each lot, and 
after that the teas were put up by 
hand. 

In India the tea is rolled by machin- 
ery. Every plantation has its factories, 
where the leaves are withered and roll- 
ed between steel plates, so carefully 
graduated that they do not injure the 
tea. The drying is done by hot blasts 
and revolving cans, and the result is 
that the tea comes out perfectly pure 
and clean. It !6 carefully graded and 
packed while warm in lead-lined chests 
for shipment abroad. eee

DECLARES BACON 


ToAllowFederalControl 
of Senatorial Elections. 


Georgian Opposes Sutherland 
Amendment to the Resolution 
Calling for Popular Vote for 
Senators---Rayner Favors the 
Resolution With Amendment. 


Washington, February 27.—Several 
speeches were made in the senate to- 
day upon the resolution calling for the 
election of senators by direct vote of 
the people. Tomorrow ahe resolution 
will be put to a vote, and the speeches 
on the eve of the day that will deter- 
mine its fate were heard by the senate 
with great interest. 

One of the speakers was Senator 
Rayner, of Maryland, who advocated 
the adoption of the resolution despite 
the Sutherland amendment. which had 
been voted into it last Saturday. 

Bacon Opposes Amendment. 

Another was Senator Bacon, of Geor- 
gia, who, from having supported the 
resolution, had become perhaps § its 
stoutest opponent in its altered form. 

He strongly resented thf aim and 
purpose of the Sutherland amendment 
placing the control of the elections in 
the hands of congress. Senator Perey, 
of Mississippi, also antagonized the 
measure. 

Senator Jones, of Washington; 
ator Simmons, of North Carolina, 
Senator Bourne, of Oregon, also 
among the speakers, all being in favor 
of the resolution. 

It had been believed by many that 
the fate of the resolution was sealed 
when the Sutherland amendment was 
adopted. The hostility of enough 
southern senators to prevent the 
essary two-thirds vote for the resolu- 
tion, it was thought had been aroused 
by the amendment. Today, however, 
supporters of the resolution still man- 
ifested a bellef in its success. 

Not Safe, Says Bacon. 

Senator Bacon contended that it was 
not safe to adopt the elections resolu- 
tion with the Sutherland amendment 
engrafted upon it. Saving that he 
would be for the resolution without the 
Sutherland provision, he argued that 
the effect of that proviston would be 
to place it in the power of congress 
completely to regulate and contro! elec- 
tions. He did not belleve this either 
wise or safe. 

Mr. Bacon said that the government 
would, under the resolution as amend- 
ed, be empowered to say who might 
go upon the voters’ registration lists. 

This, he urged, would be a dangerous 
power in view of the conditions that 
obtain in many sections of this country, 

Mr. Bacon contended that originally 
the various states had accepted fed- 
eral control only on the theory that it 
was to be exercised in case of the nég- 
lect of the states to exercise the pre- 
rogative themselves. 

Admitting that the south is especial- 
ly interested in the control of elections 
contended that the 
come when the question 
would as acute in other sec- 
tions of the country. 

The Possibility of Danger. 

To show that the possibility of dan- 
ger from federal interference is not 
dead, Mr. Bacon instanced the federal 
election law of 1870 and the Force bill 
of twenty years later. In face of these 
facts. the speaker argued that there 
was danger at any time. “If the power 
does exist to control elections, I am 
not willing that it should be exercised,” 
he said, 

Mr. Bacon said in conclusion that 
whatever others might do he could not 
consent to manacle his hands by the 
resolution as it stands. He urged post- 
ponement, asserting that the time was 
near at hand when the resolution 
could be adopted unencumbered by the 
Sutherland provision.

Shortly After Midday Prices 
Were Forced Up, but Sell- 
ing Followed. 


New York, February 27.—The under- 
tone of the stock market was good to- 
A through most of the session and 

rices worked up egradually after a 
heavy opening, which showed general 
losses from Saturday's close, running to 
a point in Reading, Northern Pacific 
and Erie. Late in the day, however, 
the market eased off and most of the 
gains were lost. 

Declines at the opening, presumably, 
were the result of efforts to dispose 
of stocks acquired at Friday’s low 


opening. Owing to the possibility that 
decisions in the anti-trust cases might 
be announced by the supreme court, 
traders were reluctant to buy, and ot- 
ferings were accepted at substantial 
concessions. When it became evident 
that there was little opportunity for 
lfquidation the pressure to sell was 
relieved and the improvement set in 
Shortly after midday, bull traders bid 
up stocks energetically for a_ time. 
United States Steel was forced up to a 
point above the opening, and the gen- 
eral list was lifted, but pressure to 
sell in the final dealings left the mar- 
ket with few gains at the close, 

There was a strongly defined impres- 
sion that pessimistic utterances of rail- 
way officials following the decision in 
the freight rate cases were not receiv- 
ing sufficiently serious consideration 
to heighten the unfavorable effect on 
railway securities caused by the deci- 
sion. Other developments of the day 
gave encouragement to the belief that 
the roads are experiencing steady im- 
provement of conditions. The readi- 
ness with which London's allotment 
of St. Paul and Kansas City bonds was 
absorbed strengthened the opinion that 
American securities have lost none 
of their value in the eyes of European 
investors. 

Announcement was made of the sale 
of the Erie road's $12,500,000 issue of 
gold notes. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and Puget Sound railway. it Was 
learned, is to expend several millions 
of dollars for improvements, and the 
Pennsylvania made Known its inten- 
tion of proceeding with work On new 
equipment decided upon before the 
rates decision was announced.
